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KEEP JAIL! 


RESIDENT Harding has performed no 
greater public service since he began * 


his useful career than his refusal to 

extend executive clemency to inmates 
of Federal prisons who are serving sentences 
imposed after conviction of plotting or preach- 
ing the destruetion of government by violence. 
That act when committed against a republic 
is the one unforgivable offense. It is the 
one form of law-breaking that cannot be 
condoned, for it is the most dangerous and 
the least excusable. 

The government of the United States 
be lenient and merciful 
with those who preach armed sedition, They 
are striking at the welfare of every citizen; 
they are laying the axe to the roots of the, 
tree of organized society; they are promot- 
ing a chaos in which neither life nor property 
would be safe and inviting a cataclysm in 
which the republic might easily disappear in 
a welter of blood. No other crime or of- 
fense approaches theirs in ominous possibil- 
ities. 

Men are not easily convicted of offenses 
that have only to do with loose public-speak- 
ing. The machinery of the courts is vigilant 
that there shall be no curtailment of free- 
dom of speech. The Constitution expressly 
forbids the enactment of statutes that abridge 
the freedom of speech or of the press., 
Statutes that appear to infringe upon this 
provision are carefully scrutinized by the 
courts, and it may be accepted as assured 
that after the law has suecessfully withstood 
the attacks of deferise counsel, and the ac- 
cused has been convicted by a jury equally 
as jealous that individual rights shall be 
conserved, the offender is guilty beyond like- 
lihood of doubt. 

The executive who opens the prison doors 
to offenders of this character violates his 
oath of office, unless medical testimony proves 
continued immurement would be fatal. The 
President has again justified publie confi- 
dence in his good judgment.—San Bernar- 
dino Telegram. 





A GREAT ACHIEVEMENT 


NHERALDED and uncelebrated though 
it was, July 17 marked another long 
step forward in human progress. On 
that day the United States air mail 
service completed a year of operation un- 
marked by a single fatality. During this 
period the planes flying on the New York 
to San Franeisco route covered 1,750,000 
miles, and more than 49,000,000 letters total- 
ling 1,224,500 pounds, were transported by air. 
If doubt still remained in the mind of 
anyone that the mails of the future will be 
moved through the air, swiftly and safely, 
this remarkable feat of the pioneer air mail 
service should dispel it. Its record also 
proves that aviation has made much more 
progress than the casualty lists of the ‘«dare- 
devils’? have indicated. These mail flyers 
flew a distance equal to flying 70 times 
around the earth without a single fatal acci- 
dent. It is at once a vindication of - the 
aerial mail service, and also of aviation. 

The record of the air mail service for 
the past year proves more conclusively than 
any other test ever made; the reliability and 
the efficiency of the airplane in commercial 
service. Through every kind of weather, 
summer, fall, winter and spring, and over 
mountains, deserts and forests, the Postoffice 
Department air mail planes flew. The per- 
centage of trips actually completed was 92.5 
as compared with 83 per cent for the last 
fiscal year. The percentage of schedule miles 
actually flown was even higher, totaling 94 
per cent. « 

While routes totaling 820 miles were dis- 
continued during the last fiseal year and only 
the transcontinental route of 2,680 miles 
maintained, the Air Mail Service nevertheless 
carried the same amount of mail as it did 
last year or 23 per cent more in each air- 
plane load. 

Officials of the air mail service attribute 
the record of nosfatal accidents in a year to 
the fact that all their pilots now are exper- 
ienced and tried and they knew the routes. 
The mechanics, too, are more experienced. 
The previous year was a pioneer year. Then 
the pilots were learning the routes they were 
flying and the field and*hangar equipment 
was inadequate. During the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1921, 17 people died in accidents 
in the air mail service. Many of the fatalities 
occurred with the metal monoplanes, which 
were abandoned—San Bernardino Sun.

HERE never was a time in the history 
of our country when sober thought, 

calm speech and broad tolerance were

If the problems are to be solved they must 
be solved by the processes of calm discussion, 
mutual forbearance and a willingness to meet 
on common ground, making mutual sacrifice 
to the end that the common good may be sub- 
served. 

For in the United States there can be no 
permanent prosperity or healthy growth un- 
less all classes of citizens are benefited. Those 
who labor, as the President is laboring, to 





impress this truth upon the people are per- ~ 


forming a service to their country. Those 
who, taking a cheap advantage of an existing 
state of mind, seek to gain temporary per- 
sonal advantage, acquire power, or, for the 
very love of mischief making, try to destroy 
the faith of their hearers in the fundamental 
things for which this government stands, are 
a menace to their country and enemies of its 
people.—Milwaukee Sentinel.

STATE INSTITUTION CANS MUCH 
FRUIT 


Work of canning between- 15,000 
and 18,000 gallons of apricots, 
peaches and tomatoes has been 
started at the Southern California 
State Hospital under the direction 
of L. A. Moisan, business manager. 

A permanent cannery is now be- 
ing constructed. The building will 
be ready for the canning equipment 
by Monday. In the past the can- 
ning has been done m the kitchen, 
but the success of institution canned 
fruits has been demonstrated to such 
an extent that arrangements have 
now been made for a better equip- 
ped plant. 

About 2,000 gallons of apricots 
have been canned and work on the 
peaches will soon start. 

The fruit and tomatoes § are 
grown on the inatftution farm. The 
canned product will be used ex- 
clusively at the hospital. 

No effort will be made to can 
string beans which cannot be handl- 
ed as successfully as fruit. The 
hospital gardens produced a great 
crop of string beans and approxi- 
mately a ton a day is being con- 
sumed on the menu for the patients 
and employees. A crew of 25 per- 
sons is employed stringing the 
beans.

figure. How could he do it and 
the common citizen get his’ share 
of the product of the nation, is 
beyond tie. He is said to have held 
the controlling interest in the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and the ramifica- 
tions of his investment interests to 
be greater than any other man in 
the United States or perhaps the 
world. He was 80 years old when 
he died and it is not likely he ac- 
cumulated over $50,000,000 during 
the first 30 years of his life: That 
leaves $200,000,000 accumulated dur- 
ing the last 50 years of his life. 
How did he do it?” 

The drummer continued: “Just the 
other day I was talking with a very 
intelligent business man and he pre- 
sented the oil business to me from 
an angle that I had never considered | 
before. He said the little fellows 
that had put their money in the oil 
game were due for a trimming. The 
lambs would get a good drubbing, 
they would be stood on their heads 
and the coin would be shaken out of 
their pockets, I asked how he came 
to that conclusion and here is what 
he told me. 

“First he pointed to the fact that 
the oil reserve of the big operating 
companies of the United States was 
fast approaching par. Within 60 
days he predicted the reserves would 
be filled. 

“Ther. the big oil companies are 
in an impregnable position and when 
the little oil companies come to 
them and want to sell their product, 
the big oil companies can assume 
an indifferent attitude and state 
their position in the matter. They 
will say that they are not in the 
market for oil as their reserves are 
full and the production of their own 
properties are more than sufficient 
to care for immediate needs. 

“How does this affect the little 
corporation which is under contract 
to drill so many wells and sell the 
product? They are in a_ panic. 
They appeal to the big corporation, 
‘Can’t you help us out? We have 
to get rid of this oil in order to 
drill our other wells and if we can- 
not sell the oil, what are we going 
to do?’ 


““Oh, well,” says the big corpora- 
tion, ‘we will help you out, at a 
price. Yor ill realize the fact 
that with ¢ <7lutted market your 


crude oil will not bring the money 
it would if there was a keen com. 
petition for your product.’ 

“The little fellow feels somewhat 
encouraged, but finally the price is} 
such that he cannot operate at a 
wrofit nor even pay expenses. This 
gives the big corporation an oppor- 
tunity they” are not slow to take 
advantage of. They can buy out 
the little fellow and cap the wells, 
claiming that the market is glutted 
and production must be lessened as 
they cannot do business at a loss. 
What is the result? The dear pub- 
lic has put up the money for the 
wild orgy of development and they 
hold the sack. My friend’s predic- 
tion and outline of the ofl situation 
looks very plausible to me and be- 
lieve me, I will steer clear of «il 
investments in the little companies.” 

This is the conversation of the 
drummer and it sounds logical. I 
will watch developments with  in- 
terest to see if the prediction makes 
good. If I am not mistaken, such 
things have happened before and 
are possible again. Like the drum- 


mer, J am not interested in the lit- 
tle oil ‘companies. Not now. Are 
you? 





WALNUT CROP A 
RECORD. BREAKER 


Attributed to light production last 
year, which gave the trees a rest, 
and to heavy rains this year, which 
improved growing conditions, the 
walnut crop now rapidly approach- 
ing maturity promises to be a rec- 
ord-breaker. both as to size and 
quality. 

This refreshing information comes 
from W. T. Webber, sales manager 
of the California Walnut Growers’ 
Association, who has just completed 
the annual midsummer crop survey. 
He has visited all of the walnut 
growing districts in Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, Los Angeles, Orange and 
San Diego counties, and according to 
his dope sheet, the yield will be 
éfty per cent heavier than that of 
last year. 

Unless something unforseen hap- 
pens, such as a hot wave or -other 
unfavorable weather conditions, be 
fore the walnut harvest begins in 
September, the 1922 walnut crop 
will be the heaviest in the history 
xf the industry. This is the con- 
‘lusion Mr. Webber says he reached 
after completing his survey yester- 
day. 

“Without wishing to go on record 
as counting chickens. before they are 
hatched, put me down as saying that 
unless disaster overtakes the crop 
before the nuts begin falling, the 
growers are going to reap a_ bounti- 
‘ul harvest this fall,” observes Mr. 
Webber. ‘ 

“{ should not be surprised to sé¢e 
the crop run as high as_ 60,000,000 
younds, or fifty per cent more than 
‘ast year’s yield, which was unusual- 
ly light. Such a crop as is in pros- 
vect might be expected to sell for 
from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000. 

“This is a sort of double-barreled 
‘rop of walnuts. The grower is go- 
ing to get more tonnage and the con- 
sumer is going to get better quality. 
Sizes, according to present develop- 
ment, promise to be excellent. The 
quality of the nuts will doubtless be 
much better than usual, because the 
ranchers quite generally dusted their 
trees to eradicate aphis and worms, 
and this freedom from insect and 
worm pests left the trees with abun- 
dance of vitality, which made for 
development of 
the nuts. The setting was nearly 
*% month late, but favorable growing 
conditions have pushed the crop 
along so rapidly that the harvest 
will probably not be more than a 
week or ten days late.”

HOME FROM VACATION

A trade circular which the asso- 
ciation has just mailed to its brok- 
ers in the East explains that the 
coming crop will be of finer quality 
because it will- include large quan- 
tities of budded walnuts. These, it 
is explained, are the most highly 
improved. They run to large sizes, 
have surprisingly thin shells and 
contain the largest, plumpest and 
whitest kernels. 

“We expéct to ship almost twice 
as many budded walnuts as we had 
last year,” the association circular. 
announces. “The time is not far 
distant when one-half of California’s 
walnut production will consist of 
budded walnuts.” 

The association, it has been learn- 
ed, will have forty-one large packing 
houses in operation this season. 
Many of them are now being re- 
modeled to increase their capacity 
in expectation of a bumper crop. 
Arrangements have been made, Mr. 
Webber says, to deliver walnuts in 
eastern markets this year quicker 
than usual. 

From railroad officials it has “been 
learned that California walnut ship- 
ments will be made a part of the 
regular “Citrus Specials’ this fall. 
All steam roads will put walnuts 
over the rails by fast freight. This, 
it is expected, will greatly facilitate 
delivery and distribution..

CALIFORNIA LEADS 
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IN AUTO CAMPS 


California leads all states of the 
country in the number of its muni- 
cipal and semi-private auto grounds. 

Uplgnd’s auto camp is but one of 
California’s 168 institutions of its 
kind, bringing the state’s total well 
out ahead in this community com- 
petition. Ilinois ranks second with 
129, closely followed by Iowa and 
Kansas, with 110 and 105 camp sites, 
respectively. 


Broadly speaking, the Middle West 
exceeds in this new feature because 
practically every state in this group 
Contains at lé@ast fifty of these camp 
grounds and nine of them have sev- 
enty-five or more. 

As yet the movement has made 
very little headway in the east, most 
of the states in this latter group 
having less than ten established 
camping places, while at least three 
of them, Rhode Island, Maryland 
and Delaware, have none at all. The 
Rocky Mountain states are likewise 
deficient as compared with the rela- 
tive large number in the Middle 
West and along the Pacific Coast, 
but even here the showing is appre- 
ciably better than in the Atlantic 
states from Maine to Florida. 

One of the most remarkable out- 
growths of the new fad of motor- 
camping lies in the establishment of 
a vast number of municipal and 
semi-private camping grounds in all 
sections of the country.for the com- 
fort and convenience of the rapidly 
increasing army of motor campers. 

When it became evident that this 
new form of outdoor recreation was 
destined to attain a degree of im- 
portance not dreamed of a few years 
ago, some of the more aggressive 
communities in the Western states 
saw the commercial possibilities in- 
volved and determined to try for 
their share of the tourists trade by 
establishing ready-made camping 
grounds as near as possible to the 
business center of the town in each 
case. 

Many of these municipal camp 
sites were sponaored by the local 
chambers of commerce, though occa- 
sionally the movement had its in- 
ception in automobile clubs, and 
even, in some cases, they were in- 
faugurated by the town authorities 
‘themselves. 

The first camps established natur- 
‘ally were somewhat crude and de- 
| ficient in everything but the funda- 
mentals to successful camping, suc h 
as water, firewood and some form 
of outdoor oven or grate. 

Development of Rivalry 

As the number of camping motor- 
ists increased, however, the compe- 
tition became much more keen, with 
the result that many additional con- 
veniences were added. 

First one town and then another 
added rest houses and comfort sta- 
tions to their camp sites, while 

others went still further and in- 
stalled such things as completely 
equipped kitchenettes, laundries with 


' 
electric irons, tent floors, electric 
lights, gas for cooking and lighting, 


filling stations, supply stores, and 
even free touring information  bu- 
reaus. 

Recently two independent investi- 
gations were made to determine the 
number and distribution of these 
municipal camping grounds, one of 
them by the American Automobile 
Association. The composite results. 
of these inquiries show that there, 
are in the country today 1850 of 
these prepared camp sites and new 
ones are being established so rapid- 
ly that it is safe to predict that the 
erand total will pass the 2,000 mark 
before the 1922 touring season is 
over.
